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The Money Baggers of Talega 

Why is a group of wealthy San Clemente residents asking for a tax refund when the city’s schools need repairs?

A ndrea Ewell stood in front of the 
Capistrano Unified School Dis¬ 
trict (CUSD) board of trustees 
during an April meeting wearing a hot- 
pink T-shirt, her straight blond hair fram¬ 
ing a passionate stare. She complained to 
the seven-member panel about how her 
daughter’s math class at Vista Del Mar 
Elementary School in San Clemente was 
packed with 43 students, leaving some 
children to stand in the back while work¬ 
ing on class assignments. Her education, 
the mother insisted, has suffered due to 
overcrowding. 

“My daughter comes home upset 
because all the teacher does is hand out a 
worksheet at the beginning of class, and 
then collects it at the end of class,” Ewell 
proclaimed. “How is that teaching?” 

However, that wasn’t the worst menace 
decried that night by Ewell and her fel¬ 
low residents of Talega, the upper-crust 
neighborhood in the eastern hills of San 
Clemente. After she finished, seven others, 
including attorneys and self-proclaimed 
financial experts, insisted they have for 
years been overpaying their Mello-Roos 
taxes, the special levies put on new com¬ 
munities that require citizens to cover the 
pricy costs of building new roads, schools, 
parks and infrastructure in an undevel¬ 
oped area. 

The group requested $30 million in 
tax savings—including a $9.5 million cash 
refund from years of back taxes. 

“I think it is highway robbery,” said 
Ewell, referring to the fees. Another resi¬ 
dent warned the trustees there is “a huge 
ground swell of Talega residents who are 
thinking about putting their kids in pri¬ 
vate schools,” which could cost CUSD “a 
lot of money.” 

Fellow Talegan Laura Ferguson said 
her group, Talega Residents for Fair Taxa¬ 
tion, won’t desist until the $30 million is 
accounted for. They weren’t satisfied that 
CUSD had already saved $30 million 
through refinancing when the board voted 
to lower the tax rate by 12 percent to its 
2006 level during the meeting or that 
the length of the Mello-Roos period had 
recently been shortened by seven years. 
Despite the savings, they feel they are legally 
entitled to CUSD’s Mello-Roos funds. 

“It is our issue that we cannot let go 
of,” said Ferguson. “Law requires that 
the Mello-Roos refinance savings be 
passed on to us if all our buildings have 
been completed.” 

The irony, of course, is that the special 
tax Ferguson and her neighbors so hate is 
the lifeblood Talega needs to alleviate the 
very problems Ewell originally decried. 

Talega is a master-planned community 
that started construction in 1999, mak¬ 
ing it San Clemente’s youngest ’burb. The 
9,000-resident neighborhood is home to 
everything you expect in South County: 


brand-new youth sports centers, private 
golf courses, well-manicured gated com¬ 
munities, a private day spa. Unlike most 
street, city and neighborhood names rely¬ 
ing on nonsense Spanish, Talega lives up to 
its moniker; it translates as “moneybag.” 

Far from the beach-bum sensibilities 
of the Spanish Village By the Sea, Talega 
has more of a Stepford feel. But despite 
trying to think of itself as a city within a 
city (with the dividing line being the 5 
freeway), Talega still has to rely on the 
rest of San Clemente for such basic needs 
as utilities and public education. And with 
property taxes forever frozen by Proposi¬ 
tion 13, the neighborhood’s Mello-Roos 
funds have proven crucial to a school dis¬ 
trict burdened by Talegans. 

CUSD Deputy Superintendent Clark 
Hampton sent the Weekly a list of projects 
that could utilize these funds, including 
transportation, furniture, land and class¬ 
rooms—such as the one Ewell’s daughter so 
desperately needs. But the biggest project 
right now is San Clemente High School, 
which many Talega teens attend. The 
50-year-old school has a crumbling roof 
and a series of other improvements that 
will cost $6.15 million, according to con¬ 
sultants WLC Architects. “Once funding is 
available, schools in dire need of facilities 
upgrades, San Clemente High School being 
a prominent example, will receive the extra 
attention they need and deserve,” CUSD 
trustee president John Alpay told the Dana 
Point Times in February. 

But it seems the angry Talegans may 


have the legal upper hand to block fund¬ 
ing. According to a 2006 CUSD resolution, 
“The board has determined that it has now 
funded all projects intended to be funded 
with bond proceeds,” which Ferguson 
argues means all the roads, schools and 
parks have been built in accordance with 
the initial Mello-Roos agreement, so tax 
savings should be passed on to residents. 
She understands the Mello-Roos fees can 
go to future projects, but she thinks those 
fees should not come disproportionately 
from Talega. “Taxpayers ever5where are 
overtaxed,” said Ferguson. “Everybody 
wants their tax money back.” 

CUSD has not accepted these terms 
quite yet. “It was the intent in the [Mello- 
Roos agreement] for these funds to be used 
for authorized facilities,” said Hampton 
in an email to the Weekly. “The board has 
requested staff to provide facilities needs 
in each [Mello-Roos] area that would fall 
under authorized uses.” 

Tax quarrels are old hat for CUSD. 

In 2005, the district drew barbs from 
Mello-Roos residents when its new head¬ 
quarters, dubbed the Taj Mahal by critics, 
was largely funded with such fees. Many 
residents felt the building was overly 
lavish, especially considering some local 
schools were dilapidated. But unlike that 
incident, in which the school district com¬ 
pleted its project despite public outcry, 
the Talegans are carping enough to infiu- 
ence CUSD. Trustee president Alpay (who 
represents Talega) recused himself during 
discussion, citing a conflict of interest, but 


trustee Ellen Addonizio sided with the 
Talegans, proclaiming CUSD is “keeping 
more than they need via a disproportion¬ 
ate fund.” She requested a motion to 
have excess Mello-Roos taxes go directly 
to paying down the bond to eliminate 
Talega’s fees quicker than required. The 
motion failed. 

Trustee Amy Hanacek voted against 
Addonizio’s motion, but she said of the 
issue, “It is our responsibility to see that 
all students are educated in the very best 
manner and environment possible, and 
that is why this district must explore other 
funding options for our facilities.” 

Dana Point resident Gail Benda was 
the sole person to speak out against the 
Talegans during public comments. She 
called it “amazing” that CUSD was able 
to shorten the length and tax percentage 
of the Mello-Roos bond while still main¬ 
taining fiscal responsibility, and she said 
she believed that by using the Mello-Roos 
funds on facilities, the board could free up 
more money in the general fund, allow¬ 
ing projects outside the parameters of the 
agreement to be completed. 

“People buying homes in Mello-Roos 
areas know what they are going into,” 
said Benda. “I think it is inappropriate to 
request tax money back. I have never heard 
of any school district giving refunds.” 

CUSD will vote again in August to 
decide how to use the excess taxes. Tale¬ 
gans will then get another opportunity to 
request their refund, moneybags in tow.

^1 n February 2013, two Orange County Sheriffs Department (OCSD) 
homicide detectives and a prosecutor activated a surreptitious 
H recording device in a central courthouse room. They guided Amy 
H Nguyen—who they hoped would be their star grand jury witness in 
" an unsolved Mediterranean cruise-ship murder—to the location and 
demonstrated concern for her well-being with saccharine chit-chat. After 
that, the three law-enforcement officials made disingenuous excuses for 
leaving the terrified woman alone. 

Nguyen did not want to testify for the prosecution, which was gearing up 
for the trial concerning the May 2006 brutal killing of Ladera Ranch resident 
Micki Kanesaki aboard the cruise ship Island Escape. But she couldn't deny 
her link to the deceased woman. Fate placed the 4-foot-11 -inch, 99-pound, 

1998 Vietnamese immigrant and Kanesaki in consecutive marriages to the 
government's key suspect: Lonnie Kocontes, an Irvine attorney who'd taken 
Kanesaki on the cruise. 

A subpoena compelled Nguyen to fly from the San Jose area, where 
she worked as a middle-school teacher, to Orange County's John Wayne 
Airport, ostensibly for a secret grand jury. Her worries weren't just that each 
of her contacts with Kanesaki had been unpleasant in a battle for Kocontes' 
attention. The Japanese native, who was Nguyen's senior by more than 
six years, liked to call her far more sexually frisky adversary "a Third World 
slut." Nguyen also feared perjury charges for telling law enforcement highly 
contradictory stories about the months before and after the murder.

In December 2006, a federal grand 
jury probed Kanesaki’s death, but the 
inquiry didn’t result in an indictment 
against Kocontes, who’d struggled with 
drugs several decades earlier and earned 
a criminal record without a history of 
violence. The failure to blame him for 
the murder wasn’t surprising. Despite 
intense efforts, neither Italian police 
nor the FBI developed damning cases 
against him. There were no eyewitnesses 
or forensic smoking guns to unmask the 
killer’s identity. Plus both Nguyen and 
Billy J. Price, the suspect’s buddy and 
a Florida private investigator, strongly 
backed Kocontes’ innocence. 

‘T have always found Mr. Kocontes to 
be of the highest moral character and 
very ethical in his dealings with every¬ 
one,” Price said in a 2007 statement. 

“I have no qualms recommending Mr. 
Kocontes to anyone.” 

With the federal case at a standstill, 
U.S. Department of Justice (DOJ) offi¬ 
cials sent their Kanesaki files to Orange 
County District Attorney Tony Rack- 
auckas. The district attorney’s office 
(OCDA) enjoys a track record of solving 
cold-case homicides. Despite glaring evi¬ 
dentiary deficiencies and a legal question 
about how a local DA in California could 
have jurisdiction over a crime 6,446 miles 
away, federal officials hoped Rackauckas 
would have more success. 

The case landed with Senior Deputy 
District Attorney Susan Price, one of 
the OCDA’s rising stars. The deputy DA 
got a break after Price—Kocontes’ PI 
friend who is not related to the pros¬ 
ecutor-decided three years after the 
crime to turn on the suspect following 
an unrelated personal dispute. The PI 
amended his previous statements to por¬ 
tray Kocontes as likely guilty of murder¬ 
ing Kanesaki for financial gain. To win 
an indictment, the prosecutor needed 
Nguyen to drastically alter her prior 
federal testimony and parallel the Pi’s 
newest view. 

But there was a huge problem. 

Nguyen didn’t like or trust the gre¬ 
garious PI, a former Washington, D.C., 
cop and a Kroll & Associates detective- 
agency executive with numerous service 
accolades. Price met Kocontes in 1994, 
worked as his investigator on cases 
involving CIGNA Insurance Companies, 
and became the attorney’s best friend. 
Nguyen knew of their closeness and was 
suspicious of Price’s motives for altering 
his story about the killing, sentiments she 
voiced to the prosecutor. 

When the two sheriff’s detectives 
and the deputy DA placed Nguyen in 
the aforementioned private, courthouse 
room before her state grand jury appear¬ 
ance, the witness had no clue she’d 
been set up for a ham-fisted ambush. 

The prosecutor opened the door for the 
PI. The move startled Nguyen, causing 
immense anxiety that worsened when 
the deputy DA left the two controversial 
witnesses alone. 

Court documents reviewed by the 
Weekly suggest the OCDA brought the 
PI to Orange County for a special mis¬ 


sion: influence an uncooperative Nguyen 
before she testified. Price, a seasoned 
interrogator, launched into a 30-minute, 
high-pressure harangue designed to 
incense Nguyen. 

“[Kocontes] is no fucking good!” said 
the PI, explaining his theory of the kill¬ 
ing as well as his rejection of his 20-year 
close friendship with Kocontes. 

Nguyen—who earned a master’s degree 


in education/administration and supervi¬ 
sion-resisted collaboration. An emotional 
Price alternately praised and challenged 
her integrity. She resisted. He mocked 
and sassed her. She resisted. He told the 
relatively poor public-school teacher of 
his substantial wealth and assured her he 
would personally aid her. She resisted. He 
insisted he knew Kocontes killed Kane¬ 
saki. She resisted. He stated Kocontes 
“raped a 15-year-old and this poor girl was 
damaged.” Already aware of the unsub¬ 
stantiated charge, Nguyen still resisted. 

But Price ultimately found a nerve 
and strummed it. He told the 52-year-old 
woman that Kocontes called her a whore. 
Nguyen immediately began crying. “He 
called me a whore?” she asked. 

Price pounced. 

“He told me basically you were good 
because he used to tap your ass,” the PI 
said. “You want me to be honest with 
you? That’s what he said. He said that 
you loved to get it in the ass.” 

In the wake of that OCDA-orches¬ 
trated meeting, Nguyen discovered she 
possessed previously unaired details 
about the murder as well as newfound 
enthusiasm for Kocontes’ guilt. She 
agreed to testify for the government 
in exchange for immunity and sought 
guarantees the public would never learn 


details of her life. In June 2013, Nguyen’s 
latest version of the truth secured her 
ex-husband’s state indictment for the six- 
year-old killing of her competitor. 

T hough prosecutors believe Kocontes 
sinisterly arranged the cruise trip as 
a backdrop for Kanesaki’s murder, 
the idea of taking the late-May 2006 vaca¬ 
tion wasn’t his. Bill Price, the PI, made 


the recommendation. His motive wasn’t 
murder; it was reconciliation. 

Kocontes and Kanesaki got married in 
1995, when they both worked at the Los 
Angeles law firm O’Melveny & Myers. 
She was an administrative assistant, 
and he served as an attorney for corpo¬ 
rate clients such as Land Rover North 
America Inc. In 2001, after moving to 
Orange County, the couple divorced, 
but still maintained a shared, if volatile, 
life together inside a $750,000 Maybeck 
Lane home in Ladera Ranch. 

Price thought a 2006 cruise might 
ease tensions for the couple. At the time, 
Kanesaki, who’d quit her $40,000-per- 
year job, received several thousand dol¬ 
lars each month in state disability checks 
for arthritic fingers. Photographs depict 
a sweet woman, but, as reflected in sev¬ 
eral police contacts, she used booze to 
fuel angry outbursts against Kocontes, 
a workaholic who rarely drank. Their 
divorce occurred after she learned he’d 
been arrested in Pasadena for allegedly 
having sex in a motel with a 15-year-old 
Asian girl parading as an adult. Accord¬ 
ing to Price, Kanasaki’s resentment never 
subsided even though cops dropped 
the charges after determining the girl 
operated a fake-victim scam that also 
ensnared a police officer. 


“It was [Kanesaki’s] determination 
to make him miserable [about the inci¬ 
dent],” Price told the FBI in July 2006. 
“She wasn’t going to let that go to save 
her life. And he kept saying, T’m inno¬ 
cent.’ Um, it was an ongoing battle that 
she couldn’t get past. So when she drank, 
when she had her glass of wine, you can 
rest assured that was the first thing that 
was going to pop up.” 

In mid-2005, the resentment worsened 
when the attorney moved out, married 
Nguyen, bought his new wife a $1 mil¬ 
lion Orange County home as well as a 
new Lexus S330, and paid off her $17,000 
credit-card debt. About two months into 
that marriage, Kocontes came home 
from work one night and smelled an 
unfamiliar men’s cologne on their bed 
sheets. Nguyen, who’d met Kocontes in 
about 2003 on MatchDoctor.com, admit¬ 
ted to the federal grand jury she saw an 
ex-boyfriend in a strip mall parking lot 
and decided to have “revenge” sex with 
him because she assumed without proof 
that Kocontes had been sleeping with a 
legal assistant. The attorney moved out, 
relocated back to Ladera Ranch with 
Kanesaki and, after a less-than-three- 
month marriage, filed for divorce from 
the near-penniless Nguyen, who labeled 
him “cheap” for not letting her keep the 
home he bought for them. 

In the wake of that fiasco, Kocon¬ 
tes—who consistently earned more 
than $100,000 annually—and Kanesaki 
tried to repair their relationship. They 
began attending counseling sessions and 
named each other the sole beneficiary 
in December 2005 wills. However, fric¬ 
tions remained. 

In his initial FBI interview. Largo, 
Florida-based PI Price recalled numerous 
times in late 2005 and early 2006 when a 
frustrated Kocontes called. During some 
of these conversations, he heard Kane¬ 
saki screaming and breaking household 
items in the background. The PI called 
her a “mean” drunk, but a person “Lonnie 
cared about.” 

Susan McQueen—Price’s girlfriend 
and also a PI who met Kocontes on the 
job and respected his skills—told the FBI 
that Kanesaki “became nasty and embar¬ 
rassing” when she drank. McQueen 
decided to forgo future rendezvous after 
a few dinner dates with the couple. She 
also remembered an alarming phone con¬ 
versation with the attorney. “She’s flying 
off the deep end,” McQueen recalled 
Kocontes saying. “She’s throwing and 
breaking a lot of things.” Another time, 
Kocontes called because Kanesaki was 
on one of “her tangents,” had “thrown, 
like, a computer out the window,” and 
“broke other things and had thrown 
some things” at him. “I think he thought 
he needed stitches,” McQueen told the 
FBI agent. 

In January 2006, Price spoke on the 
phone with Kanesaki, who’d been call¬ 
ing Kocontes “every name in the book.” 
That same month, police arrested her for 
committing domestic violence against 
the attorney. A judge ordered Kanesaki 
to enroll in anger-management classes 
and attend Alcoholics Anonymous meet¬ 
ings. She might have needed additional 
therapy had she known Nguyen’s sex life 
with Kocontes hadn’t ended.

To relax Kanesaki, Price suggested 
she go on a trip with Kocontes to her 
native Japan, but she didn’t want to travel 
there. Next, he recommended what he 
and McQueen did to relax: a Mediterra¬ 
nean cruise. She replied she didn’t think 
Kocontes would spend the money. Not 
only did the attorney agree to go, but he 
also invited Price and McQueen to join 
them. The Florida couple declined. 

B uilt with $100 million in France in 
1981, the present-day MS Island 
Escape began its existence as the 
world’s largest car/cargo ferry under a 
different name. In 1991, the owners con¬ 
verted her into a 623-foot cruiser with 
768 cabins at the San Diego shipyards. 
Though there are three restaurants, six 
bars, a cyber-cafe, a theater, a spa, several 
shops, a salon, a pool and a casino, 
the boat is marketed to travel¬ 
ers as a “cheap and cheerful,” 
three-star voyage to vari¬ 
ous Mediterranean ports. 

Advertisements for the 
operation used a song 
with the lyrics “We’re 
going bananas!” 

On May 21, 2006, 

Kocontes made 
arrangements for a 
neighbor to take care 
of his beloved dog. 

Snowy, and then drove 
with Kanesaki to LAX. 

The couple flew from 
California to London and 
Spain, boarded the Island 
Escape on May 23 and 
occupied balcony 
cabin 9579 


When the ship docked in Naples, the 
police boarded and secured the cabin. 
Officers found an empty wine bottle in 
the trash can, but “everything looked 
in place,” according to a report. Foren¬ 
sic testing for potential evidence of a 
struggle found nothing, the same result 
as searches of the ocean for the missing 
woman. Local police assumed Kanesaki 
went overboard in the middle of the night 
somewhere between Messina and Naples 
and grilled Kocontes for hours. They even 
ordered him to sign a document written 
in Italian. Experiencing an insurmount¬ 
able language barrier, the attorney con¬ 
tacted U.S. officials for assistance. Cruise 
officials eventually secured him a hotel 
room in Naples and resumed the Mediter¬ 
ranean voyage without him. 

On May 27, with U.S. consulate officials 
telling him the chances of Kanesaki being 
found alive were zero, Kocontes followed 
Price’s advice to return to America, but he 
didn’t advise Italian police about his depar¬ 
ture. He flew into New York’s JFK Airport, 
called Nguyen from a payphone 
and cried. “He said. We 
went on a cruise, and I 
don’t know what hap¬ 
pened; Micki fell off 
the boat,”’ Nguyen 
told the federal 
grand jury about 
the conversation. 
“I didn’t believe 
it I did not believe 
it for a long time. I 
said, ‘No! No!”’ 
When Kocontes 
eventually landed at 
LAX, he didn’t drive 
to his Ladera Ranch 
home. He went to 
visit Nguyen in Riv¬ 
erside. She recalled he 
was exhausted and 
distraught:

with two beds. On her last day alive. 

May 25, the couple took a city-excursion 
tour in Messina, Italy; dined aboard the 
ship; watched a comedy show in the 
casino; and, with a partially unfinished 
bottle of wine, returned to their cabin 
near midnight. While finishing the bot¬ 
tle, they discussed plans for the upcom¬ 
ing Naples trip. 

Around 1 a.m., Kocontes, still ham¬ 
pered by jet lag, took an Ambien sleeping 
pill while Kanesaki said she was leaving 
the cabin to purchase a cup of herbal tea 
from the buffet, according to a statement 
he gave to Italian authorities. When he 
awoke at 4:30 a.m., she was missing, the 
light on her side of the cabin remained 
on, and her bed hadn’t been slept in. His 
search of the ship proved fruitless. At 5 
a.m., he notified the ship’s customer-rela¬ 
tions office of the situation and repeatedly 
talked to Price on the phone. The crew 
circulated a photograph of Kanesaki, but 
none of the other 2,000 passengers— 
including people on either side of Kocon¬ 
tes’ cabin—reported seeing or hearing 
anything suspicious during the night. 


“He was all crying, eyes sobbing.” She 
fixed him chicken soup, listened to his 
ramblings and let him sleep on her sofa. 
“He kept saying, ‘I wish I knew what hap¬ 
pened to her.’” 

Later, FBI agents questioned Kocon¬ 
tes, asked him to strip, and photographed 
his body in an unsuccessful search for 
bruises or scratches that might indicate 
he’d been in a struggle. He also agreed to 
a second interview and voluntarily sup¬ 
plied a DNA sample. Yet the agents—who 
were puzzled that the attorney left Italy 
without waiting for an outcome—didn’t 
hide their suspicions. 

Back in Italy, authorities wondered if 
Kanesaki committed suicide, accidentally 
fell overboard or was murdered. The 
answer arrived on May 28—shortly after 
Kocontes’ U.S. return. Approximately 36 
hours after she’d gone missing, and about 
20 miles off the coast of Vibo Valentia, 
a boat crew discovered her floating, 
decomposing cadaver dressed in a blue 
T-shirt and light-green pajama pants. A 
June 7 autopsy found bruises on both 
arms and her right thigh “due to intense 
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grabbing maneuvers/’ as well as hemor¬ 
rhaging in the soft tissues and muscles of 
her neck. 

“Therefore, it is correct to assert that 
the cause of death of Micki Kanesaki 
was due to acute cardio-respiratory 
insufficiency generated by mechani¬ 
cal asphyxia due to strangulation,” 
according to an Italian law-enforcement 
report. The murderer attacked Kanesaki, 
repeatedly banged her skull on a solid 
object, strangled her and tossed the 
corpse overboard. Forensic clues hinted 
at a possible sexual-assault attempt. Ital¬ 
ian officials concluded, “[Bruises on] the 
thigh could be interpreted as an attempt 
for a forceful sex act, even though there 
are no signs of trauma in the vulva and 
anal areas.” 

B ased on the assertions of Kanesaki’s 
family and friends that the woman 
was independently worth several 
million dollars, FBI agents believed 
they had the motive for the killing. But 
financial records, including bank and 
investment statements, didn’t support 
that theory. David Michael, Kocontes’ San 
Francisco-based defense lawyer, reports 
the death resulted in about a $200,000 
windfall to his client, though OCDA 
places the amount at $730,000 more. 

After the cruise, Kocontes sold the 
Ladera Ranch house and, by 2007, had 
moved to Safety Harbor, Florida, a tiny 
city of 17,000 residents near Tampa. 

There, he hoped to revive his law career 
and married Katherine Kern, a young 
Thai woman he’d met through his sister- 


ernment’s case for guilt, including FBI 
statistics indicating “the most prevalent 
form of female homicide is homicide 
committed by an intimate partner.” 

The DO J case failed to impress Gold¬ 
man. He rejected each of the govern¬ 
ment’s assertions, labeling some of the 
claims against Kocontes “unsupported 


a 2012 ruling. “Thus, there is no physical, 
visual or aural evidence linking Kocontes 
to the murder.” 

FBI agents attempted to find holes in 
the suspect’s story and asserted they’d 
succeeded by claiming Kocontes lied 
about Kanesaki also taking an Ambien 
before her death. Autopsy results for the 


pill were negative for the drug. But Gold¬ 
man corrected the government agents. 
Kocontes had stated they’d both agreed to 
take the pill, but he’d also noted he didn’t 
know if she had done so because she’d 
walked inside the cabin’s bathroom. 

The judge also discarded the use of 
FBI statistics as evidence of Kocontes’ 
guilt. “While suspicion naturally would 
focus on the domestic partner in a case 
such as this, suspicion is not enough,” 
Goldman wrote. “When all is said and 
done, the government has presented 
nothing more than allegations and specu¬ 
lation to support its claim that Kocontes 
murdered Kanesaki.” 

ocontes could have continued to 
evade law enforcement if not for 
one crucial mistake: He angered his 
pal Price and McQueen. 

In February 2008, Tampa-area resi¬ 
dent Edward Bujanowski hired Kocontes 
to represent him in a civil action for a 
$25,000 cash deposit and a 30 percent 
contingency fee. Because he did not have 
a Florida bar license, Kocontes asked 
a judge to allow him to use his Cali¬ 
fornia bar membership to work on the 
Bujanowski case pro hac vice—with a 
special exemption. A judge approved the 
request in October 2007, but he revoked 
it two months later, after lawyers for the 
defendant discovered Kocontes had been 
sent to prison in Nebraska in the 1970s, 
according to court records. Lawyer-less, 
Bujanowski requested the return of his 
full deposit and ended up suing Kocon-

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in-law, who is also from Thailand. 

Federal agents had failed to make a 
case against Kocontes, but they refused to 
abandon pursuit. In November 2008, DOJ 
prosecutors declared him guilty 
of murder in civil proceed¬ 
ings to justify confiscating 
more than $1 million 
of his savings from a 
Florida bank account. 

Inside Orange 
County’s Ronald 
Reagan Federal 
Courthouse, U.S. 

Magistrate Judge 
Marc Goldman 
considered 
the gov¬ 


speculation,” “circular” logic or just 
wrong. The judge said the evidence 
indicated the killing did not occur in the 
couple’s cabin and that nobody knows 
where the crime happened or where 
the corpse was tossed overboard 
or even if a killer lurked 
undetected on the 
cruise staff. 

“While Kocontes 
was at the scene 
of the crime, so 
were the more 
than 2,000 pas¬ 
sengers and crew 
who were also 
onboard,” wrote 
Goldman in 
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tes, who was willing to refund only 
$5,000. He claimed his private inves¬ 
tigator—McQueen—had already billed 
$20,000 in the matter. 

That case got messy and, according to 
Price, resulted in McQueen wanting to 
“slap Lonnie” in the face. On a record¬ 
ing made by the OCDA’s office. Price 
explained the reason he and McQueen 
turned on their friend. “[Kocontes] had 
another lawsuit called the Bujanowski 
lawsuit, and he tried to put [McQueen] 
in a bind with those attorneys, and she 
could have lost her [PI] license and 
everything else,” he said. “He lied about 
Susan, about taking money.... He got her 
in a lot of trouble.” 

The Florida couple that had spoken 
so highly of Kocontes to the FBI in 2006 
after Kanes aki’s murder now, 
three years later, were 
upset by what they 
saw as an unforgiv¬ 
able betrayal. In 
January 2009, the 
two Pis fiew to 
San Francisco, 
found Nguyen, 
participated in 
non-recorded 
discussions and 
elicited a new 
version of events 
on tape. The 
teacher claimed 
she knew in advance 
about the plot to kill Kane- 
saki on the cruise, urged Kocontes to 
not do it (but failed to alert authorities) 
and claimed Kocontes told her Price 
would have two mafia characters execute 
the crime undetected. After the mur¬ 
der, Kocontes planned to return to her, 
Nguyen contended. 

“Lonnie told me that, uh. Bill had a 
big connection that, uh, we have just 
have people to do that—throw Micki, 
throw Micki out of the boat,” Nguyen 
told McQueen. 

She also raised two puzzling myster¬ 
ies. After Kocontes allegedly threatened 
to use information contained on her 
laptop computer to name her as an 
accomplice to the murder, she says, she 
followed his telephonic orders to remove 
the hard drive and give it to him. Nguyen 
also asserted that the real reason Kocon¬ 
tes divorced her was because Kanesaki 
blackmailed him with a secret document 
tying him to an unknown financial crime. 
She says Kocontes told her that Price’s 
associates, the same ones who were sup¬ 
posedly involved in the murder, broke 
into the Los Angeles home of Kanesaki’s 
parents and retrieved the document 
before the cruise. 

“Lonnie told me,” Nguyen said, “that 
Bill give [sic] him instruction to go marry 
a mutual girl, get married to somebody 
else, or both of us to get married so they, 
that they won’t...” 

“So that it wouldn’t look suspicious?” 
McQueen interrupted. 

“Yes.” 

“After Micki’s death?” 

“Yes.” 


McQueen replied, “Lonnie lies a lot.” 

In Nguyen’s mind. Price’s recording 
of the last part of their conversation 
was only for his personal use. But the 
PI delivered the bombshell recording 
to the FBI, the same agency to whom 
he had vouched for Kocontes. Seven 
years after Kanesaki’s killing. Price now 
recalled ominous-sounding memories 
he forgot to tell investigators: While 
researching the fateful vacation, Kocon¬ 
tes asked him about the location of 
security cameras on cruise ships—none 
were on the Island Escape—and, after 
the incident, contemplated moving to 
a country without an extradition treaty 
with the U.S. 

The FBI gave Price’s tape to Rack- 
auckas’ office. Nguyen admitted that 
she’d lied about the night of Kocontes’ 
return from Italy. Yes, he’d been dis¬ 
traught about the death, but he hadn’t 
slept on the sofa. They had what she 
called “comfort” sex, and he left at sun¬ 
rise. The tape prompted the 
OCDA to open its case. 

hough police- 
tilting Orange 
County judges 
have been known 
to ignore evi¬ 
dence of law- 
enforcement 
officers commit¬ 
ting perjury, a 
citizen lying under 
oath—especially in 
a murder case—isn’t 
as likely to be readily 
pardoned. Perjury is a 
felony that risks imprison¬ 
ment for as much as four years. In 
reality, however, prosecutors don’t file 
charges if a witness flip-flops on prior 
sworn statements and testifies in align¬ 
ment with the government’s theory of 
a case. 

Despite the ability to overlook undeni¬ 
able proof of Nguyen’s perjury, OCDA 
couldn’t ignore that the Price/McQueen 
recording presented an obstacle: How 
could she reasonably explain her con¬ 
tradictory federal grand jury testimony? 
She’d initially stated she knew nothing 
about a murder plot, didn’t learn about 
the cruise until afterward and vouched 
for Kocontes’ genuine emotional devasta¬ 
tion about the death. 

Nowadays, Nguyen blames Kocontes 
for her lies. She says he repeatedly called 
her on the telephone before her federal 
court appearance and coached her to give 
false answers. That contention placated 
the OCDA’s concerns. However, Michael, 
Kocontes’ attorney along with colleague 
James A. Bustamante, labeled Nguyen’s 
tale “convoluted.” Asks Michael: Does 
it make sense that a 20-year attorney 
who theoretically took great care to get 
away with murder and complained about 
continual FBI harassment would risk a 
phone wiretap that would expose him as 
a murderer who told his ex-wife to per¬ 
jure herself? 

Having offered an excuse for the con¬ 
tent of her federal testimony, Nguyen 
also explained her motivation for lying. 
She says Kocontes threatened to have 
her killed if she didn’t follow his orders. 
During a 2013 interview, OCSD homi- 
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cide investigator Alex Quilantan asked 
how the attorney delivered his threat. 
Most people would remember specif¬ 
ics about a death threat, but Nguyen 
couldn’t recall a single detail. She 
wasn’t even positive if the alleged 
threat happened in person or during 
a phone call. To Quilantan’s attempt 
for more specificity, she replied, “And 
he [said] that, yeah, that’s why he said 
don’t say anything about it or, or I will 
have [Bill Price’s] people come and kill 
you and make it look like an accident.” 

If fear that Price’s people would 
kill her caused her enough concern 
to lie to a federal grand jury, why had 
she agreed to meet with Price and 
McQueen when they confronted her, 
in person and unannounced, in 2009? 
After off-the-record discussions, 
she even allowed them to record her 
making damning statements against 
Kocontes. Nguyen now declared her 
divorce from the attorney had been 
the result of Kanesaki possessing the 
never-before-mentioned blackmail 
document, whose existence, if true, 
might give the OCDA another motive 
for murder. 

When Nguyen met with the OCDA 
in February 2013, she informed 
deputy DA Price, “Everything I know 
came from [PI Price].” Then, unaware 
she was already being recorded, 
Nguyen insisted on making a request 
off the record: She wanted to erase a 
portion of her federal testimony seven 
years earlier. 

“I don’t know where to start,” 
Nguyen said. “In [federal] court, I said 
I slept with someone [to cause Kocon¬ 
tes to divorce me]. It’s not true.” 

This self-serving assertion might 
possess more believability if Price 
hadn’t unequivocally told the FBI in 
2006 that he knew the reason Kocontes 
divorced Nguyen: her infidelity. Or if 
her original story of her sex-revenge 
escapade hadn’t included a name of a 
man who is no longer around to chal¬ 
lenge her claim. He died in December 
2005 at the age of 52. 

Despite Nguyen’s credibility issues, 
as well as zero evidence of any mysteri¬ 
ous killers, a blackmail document or a 
burglary at Kanesaki’s parents’ home, 
the deputy DA accepted her star wit¬ 
ness’ latest story without reservation. 

“I want you to know, understand, 

I’m telling you from my heart, I will do 
whatever I can to protect you,” Deputy 
DA Price assured her. “I don’t believe 
you had anything to do with Micki’s 
death. I don’t believe that you killed 
Micki or that you were involved in kill¬ 
ing Micki. I don’t believe that at all. But 
I do believe that you’re a witness who 
has information about the person who 
killed Micki.” 

Implying Price’s oral immunity 
assurances weren’t sufficient, Nguyen 
demanded a written deal blocking any 
charges tied to the murder. The deputy 
DA complied. “You are not going to 
be prosecuted for perjuring yourself 
in 2006,” Price said. “However, if you 
testify in the future and you lie ... you 
may be prosecuted for perjury. The 
most important thing to me is that you 
tell the truth.” 

Nguyen replied, “Yeah.”

I he totality of the evidence 
proves beyond a reasonable 
doubt Kocontes murdered 
Kanesaki,” says Deputy DA Price, a 2014 
police-union-backed candidate for the 
Long Beach City Council. She concedes 
there are “dramatic inconsistencies” 
between the various versions of truth her 
key witnesses have uttered over the years, 
but she believes they are now telling the 
truth. She told the Weekly, “I’ve made 
that credibility call.” 

In her statements to the grand jury that 
returned the indictment. Price argued 
that Kocontes planned the Kanesaki mur¬ 
der in Ladera Ranch, wanted to return 
to his relationship with Nguyen because 
“she never turned him down for sex,” 
argued with a complaining Kanesaki on 


their trip, and then strangled and beat her 
to death before tossing her body off their 
cabin’s balcony. 

“She went straight down [to the 
ocean],” said Price. “She was not raped. 
She was not robbed. The person who 
killed her took nothing from her. The per¬ 
son who killed her wanted her gone—that 
was their only motive.” 

To Michael, Price’s version is wishful 
thinking, her indictment the result of 
“vile” cheating by manipulating witness 
statements and withholding exculpatory 
evidence from the grand jury. He says the 
OCDA distracted jurors with character 
assassination, portraying Kocontes as “a 
money-grubbing, sexual deviant” and 
scam artist. And Michael, who is seeking 
a pretrial dismissal of charges, asks, “How 


was the grand jury supposed to ignore 
that ‘evidence’ and focus on the fact that 
not a scintilla of forensic evidence or eye¬ 
witness testimony was offered to support 
the [prosecution’s theory]?” 

The two sides continue to acrimoni¬ 
ously battle over Michael’s insistence that 
the deputy DA committed prosecutorial 
misconduct and whether Price is correct 
that case law and Kocontes’ purchase of 
cruise tickets while in Orange County 
justifies her grabbing jurisdiction for the 
Mediterranean Sea murder. Meanwhile, 
the 56-year-old defendant remains locked 
inside OC’s Theo Lacy Jail, where he has 
been denied bail for more than 14 months. 
Rackauckas has not announced if he will 
seek the death penalty.

The people who brought us Kentro Greek Kitchen open a Mexican-inspired 

restaurant called El Amerikano

I t was Saturday night, and the parking at 
Fullerton’s Transportation Center was a 
mess. There’s no busier corner in down¬ 
town Fullerton than right here, right now, 
where Stubrik’s, Commonwealth Lounge, 
the Slidebar Rock-N-Roll Kitchen, Hop- 
Scotch, Kentro Greek Kitchen, Bourbon 
Street, Knowlwood, and the Old Spaghetti 
Factory all share a finite supply of spaces. 
Yet at El Amerikano, the new Mexican- 
esque beer-and-wine bar the Kentro folks 
opened next door, there wasn’t a soul 
inside. The place was deserted, and the four 
young female servers were standing around, 
killing time by buffing already-clean glasses. 

But because El Amerikano is as good as 
Kentro, it won’t be long before it’s discov¬ 
ered and those servers will be much busier, 
even if the place follows Kentro’s operating 
model. There’s no hostess to seat you and 
no menus other than the oversized one 
next to the register that you’re supposed to 
gawk at as you enter. After deciding what 
you want, you place your order at the bar, 
pay for it, and then get a numbered placard 
to display at the table you pick out yourself 
If you happen to have ordered a soft drink, 
the cashier will hand it to you right there; if 
you want water, it’ll be dropped off later in 
a big, chilled carafe. The water glasses are 
already on the tables, alongside communal 
containers in which the knives, forks and 
napkins are wedged together upright. 

Puffy seats outline the entire perimeter 
of the open floor plan that’s as no-nonsense 
as Kentro’s. As with its parent restaurant, El 
Amerikano resembles a modern gastropub, 
but a generic one, offering no clues as to 
what kind of food it serves. If it decides to 
stop offering enchiladas, nachos and tacos, 
no one would blink. Besides, you can’t get 
a rice-and-bean-combo plate here an 5 way, 
nor could you wash it down with a mar- 
garita—the place only holds a license for 
beer and wine. And of the four beers on tap, 
none is Mexican. You have to resort to the 
bottles if you want a Negra Modelo, Victoria 
or Corona Light. But you’re not here for the 
alcohol; you’re here for the food, which is 
sort of Mexican—if you squint. 

There are enchiladas, for instance—very 
good ones, broiled till the deep adobe of 
the salsa roja draped atop looks almost 
chocolate-like. They’re then sprinkled 
with herbs, but filled with portobello and 
served as a side dish if you get the skirt 
steak entree. The tacos here are also fault¬ 
less if you approach them as you would 
Panda Express’ Orange Chicken—delicious 
if given some leeway for “authenticity.” 
Chimichurri is used instead of salsa, and 
they are stuffed with more portobello 
mushrooms and a skirt steak El Ameri¬ 
kano is careful to not call carne asada. 

The nachos are topped with more of that 
chimichurri and creme fraiche. But the 
chips are thick, made of decent masa, and 


possess a sturdy crunch that holds up well 
against the cheesy sauce dribbled atop 
them. If the nachos work despite the barely 
there shaved prime rib offered as protein, 
it’s because the dish has all the essentials 
of good bar food. Perhaps it’s best to put 
the experience this way: Ask for some hot 
sauce, and you’re offered Tabasco. There’s 
no Tapatio. But you’re not here to quibble. 

El Amerikano does its best work when 
it focuses on its strengths and doesn’t try 
too hard. The cauliflower fritas are addic¬ 
tive golden nuggets, the insides still Arm 
and lovely. And the mac and queso is near¬ 
perfect, broiled with a crispy cornbread- 
crumb top and tasting exactly as you expect 
a Mexican-inspired macaroni and cheese 
should taste—with the slow burn of jala- 
penos creeping in after the third helping. 

If you want a burger, skip the actual one 
and choose the jalapeno-inflected chorizo 
sliders gilded with manchego instead; they 
are decadent little things bursting juice and 
Mexican-ish flavor. 

It’s almost pointless to spend any time 


with the main entrees when these smaller 
plates are so intriguing. But if you have to, 
El Amerikano seems proudest of its Jidori 
chicken. For some reason, it offers the 
option of ordering the whole bird, but only 
for takeout. You could also get a pork chop 
made with “an al pastor glaze” or even a 
salmon served with roasted cauliflowers 
and the Mexican pickled carrots better 
known as zanahorias en escabeche. 

Those still looking to critique El Ameri- 
kano’s Mexican authenticity might And it 
comforting to note the only dish El Ameri¬ 
kano gets really wrong is its wedge salad, 
which uses Thousand Island instead of 
blue cheese. But even this is mitigated by 
the bacon crumbles—as well as that you 
found parking here at all. Now go All up 
those booths!

T he transformation of SanTana into one 
of the county's best cities for food is 
such that it's not just gabacho outsiders 
who are clamoring to open restaurants in 
the city's downtown. Now, born-and-bred 
santaneros, completely at home in each 
side of the Mexican-American hyphen, are 
setting up shop by offering the food they 
grew up with. Cafe Calacas pioneered the 
trend with its Chicane coffeeshop; the kids 
at Tabu a couple of doors down on Fourth 
Street are doing the same, if a bit more 
focused on lunch. But the team with the 
most ambition is Civic, a tiny storefront off a 
section of Civic Center Drive that probably 
saw its best days in the 1960s. The aptly 
titled Ghetto Records stands abandoned 
next door; the space Civic occupies hasn't 
had a successful tenant since the late, great 
Ruth's Place closed more than a decade 
ago. Nevertheless, Civic is like a molcajete: 

It gets better with every whirl. 

Three guys run the place, with an 
emphasis on making stuff in-house (the 
peanut butter is sweet, silky and perfect) or 
sourced as locally as possible (the owners 
are regulars at SanTana's recently rebooted 
farmers' market). Don't think this is dainty 
fresa shit: The owners are practitioners of 
what I have previously deemed Primo-Mex, 
the kind of mashups Mexican cousins do 
every carne asada Sunday to show off. 

So not only are there gargantuan burritos 
(one with green chorizo!), but they'll also 
come with a green salsa that resembles 
wheatgrass juice but burns and makes you 
forget the bottle of Tapatio you grabbed. 

The lunchtime sandwiches come with jala- 
peho remoulades. And also on the menu 
are the stunning bacon-wrapped hot dogs 
of co-owner Christian Lemus, better known 
as Mr. Hot Bunz and legendary throughout 
SanTana nightlife for his scorching half¬ 
pineapple, half-habanero sauce. 

The only knock I have against Civic is also 
its most exciting feature: Everything here is 
a work in progress. It demands daily visits, if 
only to get all of the daily specials posted on 
Instagram. One day, it can be red and green 
chilaquiles ringed by strips of perfectly 
pink steak; other times, it's an epic brownie 
awash in caramel and pecans. Those are 
great meals, but the one I've yet to catch is 
a beef teriyaki burrito. You know these guys 
are the real deal when they take the ultimate 
Japanese comfort food for Mexicans and 
wrap it in a tortilla. Hey, cabrones, I dare ust- 
edesto make a Maruchan Ramen pozole— 
not only would y'all make it delicious, but you 
would also make it GANGSTA!

OC WEEKLY: Tell us about your 
cooking style. 

BEN LAFLECHE: I like to cook proteins 
that require a lot of love. I love braising. 

My style tends to be on the heavier side, 
rich and slightly sweet. My love for Asian 
food shines through most of the time in my 
dishes. Here at Shades, I try to take classic 
dishes that people love and make them dif¬ 
ferent using ingredients that people might 
not be so familiar with. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

The fifth quarter—any parts of the animal 
that would normally be discarded or dis¬ 
regarded are by far the most undervalued 
in my opinion: neck, tail, hock, feet, cheek, 
tongue, etc. 

What is your favorite mealtime? 

I would have to say all of them. My favorite 
things to eat are sandwiches, whether it’s a 
breakfast sandwich, PB&J, corned beef, or 
my bison melt. I just love sandwiches. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

Have great tools. Having great pans and pots 
might cost a bit more, but it’s well worth it 
and will last a lot longer. The right tool for 
the job is also really important. 

Your earliest food memory: 

My mom stayed at home most of my child¬ 
hood, and my dad was a butcher. They both 
cook amazingly, so I have a lot of food mem¬ 
ories. My mom’s chicken cacciatore and my 
dad’s pigs feet ragout were fantastic. 

Favorite chef: 

There are a lot I like. Vinny Dotolo and Jon 
Shook from Animal. It is by far one of my 
favorite restaurants, and they cook things 
that I would love to get away with here. 
There are so many chefs I respect for their 
creativity and their passion.

Right now, I would say the sweet, salty and 
sour chicken with a potato and tarragon 
waffle is up there.

Well, in culinary school back home in Can¬ 
ada, I was lucky enough to participate in the 
Insectarium’s yearly insect-tasting event.

I saw 
pictures recently, and it’s crazy how big it 
got. Whistler was amazing... so many inter¬ 
esting people. I worked with people from 
Sweden, New Zealand, Japan, Australia and 
Germany. They were all there because of 
two things: snow and alcohol. 

Hardest lesson you’ve learned: 

That no matter how hard you work and 
how good you are or could be... sometimes 
things only happen when you get lucky.

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Hidden Oasis 

Kamal Palace is hard to find, but well-worth the hunt 


W hen someone told me Kamal 
Palace was a hidden Indian- 
food gem, I didn’t know that the 
emphasis would be on “hidden.” 

Tucked into the labyrinth-like back¬ 
side of the Marina Pacifica shopping 
center—which boasts far more retailers 
than have Pacific Coast Highway-visible 
signage—Kamal Palace would be all but 
invisible from even the parking lot if it 
were not for a small wall sign that tells 
confused customers to go to the lower 
level. Once downstairs, though, it’s up to 
you to wander in the right direction, follow 
the occasional arrows and land in the low- 
slung, harbor-hugging oasis whose actual 
entrance looks as though it belongs in the 
midst of a bustling bazaar. 



But whatever Kamal Palace lacks in 
curb appeal, it makes up for with an 
interesting selection of curries, tandoori- 
cooked meats and Nepalese dishes 
unavailable anywhere else in Long Beach- 
some of which make up the restaurant’s 
extensive daily lunch buffet. From 11 a.m. 
until 2:30 p.m., the three-cart buffet is the 
only food that comes out of the kitchen, 
and for less than $10, you can have as 
much of it as you want. 

Go directly for the plates as you walk in, 
as the whole place fills with the aroma of 
masala sauce and South Asian spices. Simi¬ 
lar to the lunchtime buffet at Natraj’s on 
Second Street, one cart at Kamal Palace’s 
lineup is dedicated to vegetarian dishes.

another to meat and desserts, with salads 
taking over the third. Mango and mint 
chutney, tamarind sauce, and an unnamed 
fattoush-style salad of chickpeas, tomatoes 
and cucumbers tossed in an aromatic paste 
are all offered alongside an otherwise¬ 
boring salad array of iceberg lettuce and 
Thousand Island dressing. 

After a few visits, I got used to the stal¬ 
wart vegetarian standards such as saag 
(creamed spinach) and channa (chickpeas 
in a spicy curry), but found the other veg¬ 
gie dishes often get switched up with 
whatever the cook feels like making. On 
one recent visit, the butter masala sauce—a 
heartier, spice-flecked take on the style, 
which is always available as a soupy 
coating for cubes of chicken—came as a 
tomato-skin-loaded broth for bites of car¬ 
rots, cauliflower and potato. Another dish 
featured squash mixed with bell peppers 
and homemade paneer cheese, which, after 
being cut into thick strips and cooked, had 
a spongy consistency not unlike tofu. 

Red-skinned tandoori chicken, brown- 
curry chicken and ground chicken kebabs 
round out the meat offerings, though I 
wish the kitchen would put out some lamb 
for a few extra bucks. 

For as difficult as it is to find, Kamal 
Palace’s harbor views and secluded din¬ 
ing room make for an intimate eating spot 
that almost contradicts the bustling con¬ 
notations of a lunch buffet. But a steady 
lineup of classic and inventive Indian 
dishes (the carrot pudding—yes, veggies 
for dessert!—tastes like smushed carrot 
cake) has ensured its loyal lunchtime 
clientele has no qualms about following 
the arrows down the stairs, through some 
hallways and into Long Beach’s most hid¬ 
den Indian eatery.

Forget Dieting 


Greek lemon potatoes at Surfin’ Souvlaki 


I was hankering for a burger, but I 
couldn’t commit to a drive-thru or a 
full-service eatery. So I switched to 
the one protein that trumps my meat/ 
bun cravings: gyros. The past couple of 
times I was south of El Toro, there was 
one place on my radar. Situated across 
the street from Saddleback College, this 
corner storefront appeared as run-of- 
the-mill as its neighbors. But that was 
not the case inside. 

Best known for hearty breakfast bur- 
ritos served all day. Surfin’ Souvlaki is 
(just as with a Bay Area joint’s tagline) 
a good place for a diet and a bad place 
for a diet. The latter is due to the belly- 
busting portions of such dishes as the 
Super Colossal Gyro Burger and My Big 
Fat Gyro Wrap. Kobayashi-style dining 
wasn’t my goal today. All I required was 
some shaved lamb, a pita and a side of 
fries. Of course, things never go quite 
as planned. 

The gyro meat plate came with two 
sides of my choosing. Since tzatziki 
and bread are already included, I 
settled on a salad and Greek potatoes. 
These taters were delicately prepared 
until beyond fork-tender, to the point 
at which I couldn’t actually pierce 
one without it crumbling. Tangy from 
a heavy dose of citrus, I took in the 
aroma of oregano and other savory 
notes. While I could’ve defaulted to 
one of the many fried tater options, this

component elevated my lunch from 
quick-service to white-linen status. 

As well-seasoned as my spuds already 
were, the kitchen also thought to incor¬ 
porate similar herbs on a typically plain 
pita, making for an even better meat- 
and-potatoes experience. I came out of 
Surfin’ Souvlaki with a newfound appre¬ 
ciation for food I already enjoyed feast¬ 
ing on—and a diet blown.

Codigo at Anepalco’s Cafe 

ow I know the name of the bartender 
atAnepalco's Cafe at the Ayres Hotel: 
Cesar Cerrudo. Younger guy, incredibly tal¬ 
ented, already filling up the newish bar with 
travelers looking to unwind, business execs 
extending the night, and classy lushes cozy- 
ing up to OC's latest restaurant to dive into the 
cocktail craze. He stocks all the tricks of the 
current trade: barrel-aged elixirs (the Vida, 
which I've previously hailed, tones down its 
chingazo to a sweeter finish after spending a 
month in oak), mezcal (Gilbert Marquez of lle- 
gal Mezcal is scheduled to make an appear¬ 
ance May 27 at a $25 tasting), plus a taste for 
whipping up creations upon request. 

Let Cerrudo take care of you—but at the 
end of the night, end with a Codigo, perhaps 
the best dessert cocktail I've ever tasted. 

THE DRINK 

Although I have a sweet tooth par none (I 
can eat a big bag of Reese's peanut butter 
cups in a sitting), I generally don't like des¬ 
sert cocktails: They're gimmicky, sloppy and 
don't achieve the saccharine heights of a 
proper tiki drink. But Cerrudo blasts away 
any lowered expectations with this cocktail 



of Atlantico Rum, Averna and a liquid taste 
of Mexico—banana simple syrup, vanilla 
extract, and what's mysteriously called 
"Aztec Chocolate Bitters" and tastes like 
cacao straight from the patria. The result is 
a tan swirl, with sprinkles of the bitters on 
top —mestizaje in booze form. It's almost as 
sweet as a bananas Foster, with the Averna 
and bitters tempering the banana and vanilla. 
While I love the desserts at Anepalco's, this 
is how I now end my dinners... and lunches 
and brunches and breakfasts, as well as 
quick snacks and dessert-only meals and ...

The Godzilla Particle 

The big guy’s too small a part of his own movie

G odzilla is the movie monster with 
the mostest. King Kongilla may 
be just one gor-chest-hair behind, 
but not even the greatest of apes can quite 
match the half-dragon, half-dinosaur 
who first stomped and chomped his way 
through Tokyo in Ishiro Honda’s 1954 Toho 
Co. Ltd. extravaganza Godzilla. In that pic¬ 
ture-even more so than in the sliced-and- 
diced retelling, featuring Raymond Burr, 
released in U.S. theaters two years later— 
our hulking, scaly friend embodies the kind 
of existential rage most of us never dare to 
express. Bigger than life, sadder than the 
sea, he’s a being created by man’s mistakes: 
Nuclear radiation has made him what he 
is, an origin story with an all-too-vivid real- 
life parallel. And so he stumbles through 
the city on a mindless bender, thrashing 
at power lines and crushing tiny houses 
beneath his mighty clawed toes. Clumsy, 
unreasonable and disconsolate, he is us on a 
very bad day. 

That first Godzilla—and that first 
Godzilla-spawned dozens of spin-offs, 
including an overblown 1998 Roland 
Emmerich epic; for a time, he was ubiq¬ 
uitous and unstoppable. But if he was 
irritable in 1954 Tokyo, Gareth Edwards’ 
new desecration of his legend should make 
him want to eat Hollywood for lunch. This 
latest Godzilla features lots of actors you 
might really want to see—people such as 
Bryan Cranston, Juliette Binoche and Sally 


Hawkins, not to mention Ken Watanabe, 
Elizabeth Olsen and David Strathairn— 
fumbling around in a story that hits all the 
wrong beats. To boil the plot down to its 
essence—a radiation-eating sub-H.R. Giger- 
type creature arises from the depths of the 
Earth, and Godzilla may be its only match- 
makes it sound so much more cogent than 
it is. The action jumps from the Philippines 
circa 1999, where a scientist investigating 
some weird formations in a cave helpfully 
observes, “This one looks broken, like 
something came out of it,” to Japan around 
the same time, where some very bizarre 
things are happening in the vicinity of a 
nuclear reactor, to the present day, where 
we might be in Hawaii, San Francisco or 
an 5 where in between at any given time. It’s 
hard to keep track—or to care. 

If you’re a Breaking Bad fan—specifically, 
a Bryan Cranston fan—you should know 
he appears in the film for approximately 
20 minutes, beating out Binoche by about 
15. Their few brief scenes, particularly 
Cranston’s, make for the best dramatic 
moments in the movie: He plays one of 
those dogged, half-unhinged nuclear-sci¬ 
ence dudes who knows something is wrong 
with the Earth, though no one will listen 
to him. It’s your stock crooked-glasses role, 
but somehow, Cranston makes you feel the 
sorrow and anxiety thrumming inside his 
chock-full-of-knowledge cranium. The fact 
that he lost his wife in a nuclear accident— 


she’s played with admirable breeziness, 
rather than nobility, by Binoche—makes his 
crackpot urgency easy to buy. 

But who cares about any of that? 
Edwards and screenwriters Max Boren- 
stein and Dave Callaham apparently don’t, 
or at least they believe the audience won’t. 
Mostly, Godzilla trots around at the heels of 
Aaron Taylor-Johnson, a not-bad actor in a 
thankless role and an even more ungrateful 
movie, who plays a Naval officer adept at 
defusing bombs. Because, you know, that 
might come in handy. 

Then again, none of these humans, no 
matter how gifted or hardworking, stand a 
chance against the movie’s true star, any¬ 
way. Edwards earned his stripes as a visual- 
effects artist, and he has directed one previ¬ 
ous feature, the 2010 sci-fi thriller Monsters. 
To Edwards’ credit, the G-guy when we 
actually get to see him, isn’t too shabby: 
With his tiny, id-brain head and slow-mov¬ 
ing, free-thinking tail, he looks prehistoric 
enough to make you forget, at least briefly, 
that he was probably created on a $2,000 
laptop. He has a great moment when he 
looms, glamorously and ominously, from 
behind a row of orange-red lanterns strung 
up in San Francisco’s Chinatown: They 
tremble in the air, their cheerful serenity 
disrupted by the vibration of his bad-mood 
footsteps and even more punishing glare. 

(It helps that Alexandre Desplat’s score 
bears fossil-footprint echoes of Akira Ifu- 


kube’s original “Godzilla March,” one of the 
grandest pieces of movie music ever written 
and one befitting a 350-foot legend.) 

There are two other great moments in 
Godzilla: One, when the scientist played 
by Watanabe—a wonderful actor who’s as 
underused here as everyone else is—capti¬ 
vates a roomful of unimaginative military 
brass with a heartfelt story about the 
Japanese origins of our nuclear-radiated 
troublemaker, capping it off with the 
unbeatable kicker “We call him Gojira!” 

In the other, Godzilla uses his super- 
powered radioactive heat-ray breath to fry 
a something-or-other whose identity the 
spoiler police forbid us to reveal. You could 
make a Vine of this moment and charge 
people $13.50, plus $7.50 for 3D glasses, 
just to watch it over and over again for 
two hours. It’s that awesome. But it’s just 
one tiny beat in an otherwise way-too-big 
movie that, weirdly, doesn’t give us enough 
of the one big guy we showed up to see 
in the first place. Instead, we get massive, 
elaborate sets—of destroyed cities, of caves, 
of nuclear-reactor innards—that could be 
an 5 rwhere but resemble nowhere. Godzilla 
is one of those generic, omnipresent block¬ 
busters that’s undone by the very spectacle 
it strives to dazzle us with: Everything is so 
gargantuan, so momentous, that nothing 
has any weight. This Godzilla, no matter 
how cool his fire breath is, can’t live up to 
the monster of our dreams. That one we 
still call Gojira.

the wrong character's story. The much 
stronger first half covers JB's tour of 
India with his Million Dollar Arm pitching 
contest.

BELLE Although it's based on the true story of 
the illegitimate daughter of a Royal Navy 
captain and an enslaved African woman, 
Amma Asante's Belles richest inspiration 
comes from a painting. A1779 double portrait 
shows a pretty blonde teenager decked out 
in late-ISth-centuryfinery, and a dark-skinned 
young woman in an equally fine gown who 
appears to be dashing out ofthe frame to 
someplace more exciting. It's impossible to 
see this grand and mysterious picture and not 
want to know her story. That's exactly how 
screenwriter Misan Sagay fell into writing 
Belle, which is highly fictionalized: Little is 
known about the black woman in the painting. 
Dido Elizabeth Belle, who as a young girl was 
sentto Hampstead be raised by her great 
uncle, the Earl of Mansfield. In Belle, Lord and 
Lady Mansfield (Tom Wilkinson and Emily 
Watson) briefly cluck over the color of her skin 
before fully accepting her into their household, 
along with another grandniece. The two little 
girls grow into young women; Dido (Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw) and Elizabeth (Sarah Gadon) 
become as close as sisters. The most compel¬ 
ling twist of Belle is that Lord Mansfield, in 
his capacity as Lord Chief Justice, is about to 
rule on a case that would become a fulcrum 
for the abolitionist movement The 1781 Zong 
massacre, in which Africans on a slave ship 
were killed by the crew, ostensibly because 
there wasn't enough drinking water onboard. 
There's a great story here, but Asante can't 
quite harness its power. Belle moves stiffly, 
encumbered by too many petticoats of exposi¬ 
tory dialogue. Mbatha-Raw tries to bring the 
right proportions of elegance and warmth to 
the role, but she can't bust out ofthe movie's 
overpolished costume-drama conception.

A HAUNTED HOUSE 2 It would appear 
that 2013's most vexing question—"What 
can we, as a nation, do to prevent A

That said, A Haunted House 2s supporting 
cast is much stronger; Gabriel Iglesias 
mines laughs from predictable ethnic 
humor, and Rick Overton's Skyped-in role 
as a paranormal expert gets an actual 
character arc. And though he's not for 
all tastes, there's something admirable 
about Wayans' willingness to do anything 
for a laugh, often reminiscent of Jerry 
Lewis at his most frantic. That's a compli¬ 
ment, by the way.

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Triple Crown of Thorns 

Things get Medieval—and then some—in Sarah Ruhl’s three-act Passion Play

O ueen Elizabeth I, Ronald Reagan 
and Hitler walk into a theater and 
see Jesus on a cross ... 

While that sounds like the set-up for a 
terrible joke, it’s actually a fair descrip¬ 
tion of Sarah Ruhl’s Passion Play. Clocking 
in at three hours and 10 minutes, there’s 
nothing cavalier about Ruhl’s work or the 
performance, which is worth nearly every 
minute invested. 

I say nearly because any play com¬ 
prised of three roughly 50-minute acts 
set in 1575 England, 1934 Nazi Germany 
and late-20th-century American Empire 
is bound to have a bit of fat. But the 
strength of Ruhl’s energetic writing and 
the scope of her vision are so forceful that 
even those of us who sense old friend 
Panic Attack percolating when glimpsing 
that dreaded sentence in the program— 
“Running time: 3 hours. There will be 
two 10-minute intermissions”—will feel 
thoroughly engaged and entertained. And 
while the three separate acts, which over¬ 
lap both thematically and content-wise, 
are each compact, well-told stories, they 
serve multiple purposes, from a valentine 
to the production of theater across the 
centuries to a chilling reminder of how art 
can be subverted, manipulated and seized 
as political capital. 

One caveat: You ought to know a little 
about what a passion play is before you 
enter the theater (and, luckily, you came 
to the right place for that). Basically a 
representation of Christ’s crucifixion, 
blending readings from the Bible and 
staged re-enactments of significant events 
in the story—stretching as far back to the 
original set-up (the serpent in the Garden) 
through Christ’s eventual ascension—pas¬ 
sion plays were a staple of villages in 
Medieval Europe. Even though awash 
in religious veneration and adoration, 
they served as one small flicker of artistic 
expression in a relatively dark time for 
anything but foraging for tubers and try¬ 
ing to avoid dying from the plague. 

But passion plays got political after 
Henry VIII broke free of the Catholic 
Church. Such a Catholic pageant of 
iconography had no place in Anglican 
England, and they were banned in 1534, 
although some continued under the reli¬ 
gious radar. 

The first of Ruhl’s three passion plays 
is set in England in 1575. In this small 
Catholic village, Christ is played by John, 
a fisherman (Ben Moroski). His crippled, 
fish-gutting cousin (Casey Long) plays 
Pontius Pilate. Those two play the same 
characters of the play-within-the-play in 
all three acts, as do Camryn Zelinger, as 
Mary 1 (the virgin), and Katelyn Schiller, 
as Mary 2 (the whore). But while rehears¬ 
als of the passion play are the backdrop 
for each of Ruhl’s passions, their stories 
couldn’t be more different. In the first. 


Pontius schemes to bed Mary 1, as well as 
achieve his desire of playing the honored 
role of Christ. In the second, set in 1934 
Germany, Pontius and John are closeted 
homosexuals (so closeted even they may 
not fully know it) as the drums of war are 
picking up their cadence. In the third, set 
in South Dakota from 1969 to 1984, they 
are brothers in love with the same woman 
as the drums of a far different war are 
once again beating. 

While each story is self-contained, there 
are obvious thematic parallels. In each, at 
least one character yearns to break free 
from his or her provincial surroundings 
and strike out, to either see the world or to 
express his or her sexuality without fear 
of religious or political condemnation. 

Also in each, the passion play becomes 
ensnared in the cross-hairs of political 
propaganda, with the notable political 
figure of each era serving as a deus ex 
machina, from Queen Liz shutting down 
the first one to Hitler praising the second 
for its vilification of Jews to Reagan prais¬ 
ing the third as promoting American val¬ 
ues of family and religious devotion. 

The suppression of religion, creativ¬ 
ity and self-expression reverberates 
throughout the play, and it’s clear that, in 


Ruhl’s mind, it doesn’t matter if that sup¬ 
pression stems from church, state or the 
community: It’s all bad. There is a great 
deal more going on in each act, and things 
do get weird from time to time—from the 
sky erupting into red in the first to a com¬ 
pletely bewildering but intense climax 
in the third punctuated by Jesus banging 
his mother as a scarred Vietnam vet bran¬ 
dishes a gun while Reagan calls play-by- 
play of a fictitious baseball game. 

With so much going on, it’s a testament 
to director Trevor Biship and his design 
crew, as well as the stellar efforts of the 
outstanding cast (special mention to Long, 
a founding artist of the Chance, who con¬ 
tributes perhaps his strongest work ever 
in this show), that the intensely human 
dimension of each of the stories is not lost 
amid the loftier strokes of Ruhl’s vision. 

And the punch line to the set-up in the 
first paragraph? Three hours later, you 
walk out of that theater blown away by 
something completely different.

Shout-Out to 
the Homme 

K evin Gorgonio grew up in rough neigh¬ 
borhoods around SanTana. Without a 
father, he was the man of the house for his 
mother and sister. And now, at 20 years old, 
he's also a rising fashion designer. Gorgonio 
creates the streetwear brand Dead Homme 
(deadhomme.us), and no, it's /70f pro¬ 
nounced "Dead Homie." Homme\s "men" in 
French, Gorgonio's little tip of the hat to his 
favorite designers. 

Fashion captivated Gorgonio since 
childhood, and it became a way to make 
money while he bounced around various 
Santa Ana high schools. He'd buy shirts at 
Goodwill, cut them up, then sew them into 
new shirts to sell—mostly brightly colored 
pocket tees, which weren't available in bulk 
at Urban Outfitters at the time, as he likes to 
point out. Eventually, Gorgonio created his 
own brand inspired by minimalist cuts and 
such high-end streetwear designers as Yohji 
Yamamoto and Rick Owens. What started 
as Dead Society became Dead Homme in 
2012, and Gorgonio's hand-printed T-shirts 
and caps have since received recognition 
from popular rappers and DJs; Chris Travis, 
RL Grime, Flosstradamus, and even Baauer 
of the famous Harlem Shake either wear or 
have contacted Gorgonio about his pieces. 
Part of it has to do with the fact that Gorgo¬ 
nio does everything himself, from jewelry to 
sewn-in tags, with a little help from a friend's 
printmaking machine. Because it's done by 
hand, each Dead Homme line has a very 
limited run and sells out quickly. 

But growing the brand into a viable career 
has been an uphill battle. "Getting here 
has been a tough process," Gorgonio says, 
"because where I live, people look up to coke 
dealers instead." He has had his fair share 
of getting in trouble, but the young man is so 
committed to one day designing under his 
own name that he's sworn off partying and 
runs his entire business from his room and a 
broken laptop while saving for a warehouse. 
(Find him on Instagram: ©deadhomme.) 
Gorgonio's struggle and triumph is woven 
through pieces printed with "Pray," "Lord" 
and tiny crosses. Otherwise, little of his per¬ 
sonal life shows through—and that's how he 
likes it. "Death is unpredictable," Gorgonio 
says, "and I want my brand to be like that— 
you don't want to know what's coming next."

SCHOLARSHIP SCHOOL 

SECURING COLLEGE HNANCIAL AID IS AN EDUCATION IN ITSELF 



Snagging a college scholarship can make the difference between a life of dull, poorly-paid jobs and 
a glittering professional career. But with the stakes so high, competition for these financial aid awards 
is stiff and just landing one requires something of a “how to” education. 

OC Weekly spoke to three college scholarship experts, including a Harvard University graduate 
who had most of his tuition paid for, to find out just what it takes to get a financial break. 


“There are millions of scholarships out there, 
worth billions of dollars and ... not just academic 
and sports-related awards,” said Kevin N Ladd, 
Vice President of Scholarships.com, a free college 
scholarship search resource. “[But] you probably 
won’t win many or any at all without working 
hard ... You need to be organized. You need to 
apply for as many as possible in order to have a 
good chance of winning.” 

The first thing that scholarship seekers need 
to understand is just where the money for 
these awards comes from. According to college 
financing specialists College Planning Services, 
there are $46 billion in free scholarship money 
awarded each year by the Department of 
Education and colleges as compared to just $35 
million in college scholarships that are available 
through private companies, foundations, and 
civic groups (so-called “outside” scholarships). 

“Parents need to understand that the majority 
of scholarships come directly from the schools 
they plan to attend,” said Dan Evertsz, owner 
of college planning specialists College Money 
Pros. “Every school has different criteria for 
scholarship funding. Check directly with the 
admissions department at the school your student 
is thinking of applying to and they should be able 
to supply the information.” 

Jonathan Earley is a scholarship star. The 
author of How to Get Straight As in College, 
he won a Kodak-Urban League scholarship 
which initially paid for 50 percent of his tuition 
at Harvard University and was increased to 100 
percent after he achieved seven As and one A- 
in his freshman year. (The Kodak-Urban League 
scholarship, which is not currently awarded, was 
for Rochester, N.Y-area students who would 


pursue careers in a technical field of interest to 
the Kodak company.) 

“I got my scholarship enabling me to graduate 
from Harvard with no debt because of my 
grades,” said Earley. 

Earley also won a Marshall Scholarship (which 
finances up to 40 young Americans to study for a 
graduate degree in the U.K.) and a U.S National 
Science Foundation Graduate Fellowship to 
attend England’s University of Oxford, and was 
later a Fulbright Distinguished Scholar to the 
United Kingdom. 

“Scholarships directly from schools can run 
anywhere from $4,500 to $30,000, on average,” 
Evertsz explained. “Outside scholarships 
... average $500 to $1,000. Many of these 
scholarships roll over to the next year due to lack 
of applicants.” 

Nearly 9 million students received federal 
Pell Grants, which are limited to students with 
financial need, in the current fiscal year (the 
maximum Pell Grant award has been increased 
to $5,730 for the 2014-2015 award year). 

While the majority of outside scholarship 
opportunities are fiscally modest, some awards 
offer substantial support. The Dr. Pepper Tuition 
Giveaway (for which applicants must submit 
an original video explaining why they deserve 
aid) and the Intel Science Talent Search (which 
requires hopefuls to present a full, scientific 
report about research of their choosing), for 
example, both award up to $100,000. 

“You will have better luck applying to local 
organizations such as Rotary, Lions, links etc.,” 
said Evertsz. “Every month you pay your bills, the 
company that you are writing a check to will usually 
have a scholarship for college-bound students.” 
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As well as high-profile awards such as those 
provided by the Ronald McDonald Charities 
Scholarship (more than $44 million since 1985), 
there are many under-the-radar offerings which 
can nonetheless have a significant effect on a 
student’s schooling. There are scholarships for 
tall and short people; for left-handed applicants; 
for vegetarians; for duck callers; and even one, 
from Loyola University Chicago, available to 
Catholic students with the last name of Zolp. 

“I had a scholarship from, I believe, the 
Eagle Foundation. It was $1,000 or so, but the 
money adds up,” said Farley. “Students should 
scour the internet and catalogs for obscure 
scholarships that perhaps only they are eligible 
for. For instance, there is a HancockScholars. 
aspx” Robert F. Rich Scholarship for residents 
of Hancock County, Maine who are graduating 
seniors of Mount Desert Island High School and 
who will major in shipbuilding.” 

While scholarships are sometimes described as 
“money for nothing”, securing even small awards 
can require considerable time and effort to locate 
and research grants for which a student might 
meet the sometimes super-specific qualification 
criteria and then to complete the often lengthy 
application process. 

“Most families apply to an average of 5 to 10 
[outside scholarships] and usually receive little 
if any success,” said Evertsz. “My strategy, you 
must treat this process like a job. Apply to 50 or 


more scholarships per month. On average you 
will be awarded two $1000.00 scholarships per 
month. [Over a year], that’s 24k for your kid’s 
college education.” 

As most scholarships are awarded on a first- 
come, first-served basis, Fadd recommends 
an “early and often” approach to scholarship 
application. 

“Those who begin early in high school, say 
freshman or sophomore year, have the advantage 
of being able to apply for scholarships targeting 
the earlier years in high school,” he said. “Many 
students don’t start searching until their senior 
year in high school and miss such opportunities.” 

And while most scholarships are for high 
school-age and traditional college-age students, 
opportunities do exist for adult learners. There 
are no age restrictions on eligibility for federal 
student financial aid, and the database of online 
college preparation resource Fastweb includes 
more than 1,800 awards which have no age 
restrictions. 

Regardless a student’s age and academic 
ambition, all three of our experts advise students 
to start their scholarship search at least a year 
before starting college and to be prepared to 
put in the long hours of often dull research that 
securing such financial aid requires. 

“Go to local universities’ career offices and ask 
for help,” said Farley. “Get a big book of grants 
and scholarships and start scouring it.”

Their War 


Why Black Flag still refuse to surrender their ideals

T he dust has settled in the ongo¬ 
ing Black Flag legal beef, and the 
lawyers have demarcated the 
remnants of what was once called the 
best punk band on the West Coast, if not 
the entire universe. 

The long and short of the settlement 
announced April 21 is that Black Flag’s 
name and four black bars logo belong 
exclusively to Greg Ginn, the band’s 
founder, guitarist and main songwriter. 
This all stems from a trademark- 
infringement suit filed last year by Ginn 
against his former band mates—Keith 
Morris, Chuck Dukowski, Dez Cadena 
and Bill Stevenson—who had begun 
touring as FLAG last year, performing 
the band’s classics and peddling Black 
Flag merchandise. Henry Rollins was 
lumped into the legal action as well; 
according to the lawsuit, Rollins col¬ 
luded with FLAG members to “fraudu¬ 
lently” trademark Black Flag under his 
name after discovering Ginn’s trade¬ 
mark period had lapsed. 

“The problem with FLAG was they 
didn’t come in the front door, and they 
used slandering Greg to promote them¬ 
selves to drive up ticket sales,” explains 
Black Flag’s current lead singer, Mike 
Vallely, an ’80s skate-mag celebrity 
and longtime Greg Ginn collaborator 
who fronted the band for 2003 reunion 
shows, then went on to manage them. 

Vallely and Ginn learned of Rollins’ 
trademark grab while on the road in 
Australia. The reunion run was failing 
miserably. Ginn had enlisted onetime 
Black Flag front man Ron Reyes, and the 
pending litigation caused personal fric¬ 


tion between them. They bottomed out 
when Ginn removed Reyes from Black 
Flag midsong, which, coincidentally, 
was how Reyes first left the band in 1979. 

“Ron came in and shit on the lawn,” 
says Vallely, who took over while 
Reyes was still onstage. “He wanted to 
politic himself as a punk-rock legend— 
he saw Henry with that status, Keith 
with that status. He wanted to steer 
[the band] in the direction of pleasing 
the Facebook crowd.” 

That crowd, Vallely explains, is the 
5 percent of fans who “are completely 
against ever 5 l;hing and the loudest of 
them all.” Indeed, Ginn bore the brunt 
of blogger fallout; after the Australia 
debacle, Reyes echoed their sentiments, 
telling Pitchfork he felt as though he 
were in the middle of a battle between 
“good” Flag and “evil” Flag—and he 
was singing for the bad guys. The U.K. 
Guardian characterized Ginn as “bit¬ 
ter” and acting in “desperation,” and it 
harshly panned the new record. 

Ginn characteristically fell silent. “It’s 
so easy to demonize Greg because he 
doesn’t go on the record,” Vallely says. 
“There’s been a lot of money left on 
the table over the years because Greg 
hasn’t been willing to re-form the band 
for money. That’s the exact opposite of 
what Black Flag are about. Black Flag 
would rather be sluggin’ it out in clubs 
for real money.” 

For as much praise as Black Flag 
received, they took just as much shit 
for progressing their sound through 
the ’80s. Evolution was the credo for 
Ginn, who managed to spin into his 


sound a Black Sabbath approach—even 
a touch of Jerry Garcia—bending the 
edge of the punk-rock confines he 
had created. As a musician, Ginn does 
what he wants, and that’s his legacy 
as an artist. All the drama and money- 
wrangling from band mates and artists 
he signed to SST—that’s Ginn’s legacy 
just the same. 

“Most old-school punkers have a chip 
on their shoulder,” Vallely says. “If you 
think you’re owed money, get a proper 
accountant and a lawyer instead of talk¬ 
ing to the press. Greg Ginn was the only 
person on the planet willing to record 
your music and put out your band. That 
was the start of your career. Come on, 
grow up.” 

As it stands now, when Black Flag are 
on the bill, it’s Ginn on guitar, Vallely out 
front, and a pair of session players from 
Ginn’s north Texas hometown filling 
in on bass and drums. They will play a 
“classics” set, with the songs arranged 
to allow Greg to roam instrumentally. 
FLAG can tour as FLAG, though there 
are no plans for them to do so at press 
time. Nobody other than Ginn will see a 
dime from authentic Black Flag merch. 

In the end, it turned out just as he 
planned: Ginn will slug it out in midsize 
rock clubs through August as Black Flag, 
punk as fuck and without apology—the 
way he’s always done it.

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Unlikely Rasta Man 

J Boog resembles a rapper, but he radiates reggae vibes

W ith his sleeve tattoos, back¬ 
ward baseball cap and pen¬ 
chant for oversized T-shirts, 

J Boog more resembles a member of 
Action Bronson’s crew than a rising star 
of reggae. 

There’s a strange kind of disconnect 
when watching his videos, too: sans 
dreadlocks and a rasta knit hat, you can’t 
believe this huge, tough-looking guy is 
singing, sweetly and smoothly, over R&B- 
infused reggae grooves. His most famous 
song, “Let’s Do It Again,” could’ve been 
on the soundtrack of an Adam Sandler 
rom-com, filled with “ooh baby”s and 
words such as “lovers” and “paradise.” 

Then again, you could say his lack of 
an image is his image. If J Boog is pas¬ 
sionate about anything, it’s keeping it 
real. “I represent where I come from,” 
says the singer born Jerry Afemata. “This 
is how we dress back home, so this is 
how I’m going to dress. I’m not going to 
change just because I’m doing reggae 
music. I’m just doing what I love.” 

The youngest in a Samoan brood 
of seven brothers and a sister, J Boog 
(which is short for “boogie”) grew up in 
Compton, listening to all the music his 
siblings brought home, from Metallica to 
Nate Dogg to Sublime, to, of course. Bob 
Marley. “We had a whole lot of reggae 
mixtapes that we listened to over and 
over again,” he says. 

But reggae resonated because of his 
Samoan roots, he says. “Being an islander, 
we go toward island vibes. Reggae sits 
well with us and has always been with us.” 

The Glen Washington/lover’s rock 
infiuence is wholly evident in J Boog’s 
songs, but you can also hear traditional 
Samoan tunes in his sound. “The meta¬ 
phors and the lyrics are similar to reggae 
because they’re proper love songs,” J 
Boog says, “and the stories they tell relate 
to our lives. It’s a mood you can relate to.”

There was also the deeper message 
in Marley’s music that he latched onto: 
“Being second generation in the United 
States ... it was hard for my parents to 
come here, and growing up in a packed 
house wasn’t easy,” he says. “Reggae talks 
a whole lot about overcoming struggle 
and positive vibes.” 

In 2007, J Boog wrote and recorded his 
first reggae song, “Hear Me Roar,” and, 
he says, “From then on, I knew I didn’t 
want to do anything else.” He recorded 
it in Hawaii while on vacation from his 
day job at an LA-area oil refinery. When 
“Hear Me Roar” started blowing up, 
he quit that job to pursue music full¬ 
time and moved to Hawaii. Taking that 
chance has paid off, too; J Boog tours the 
world regularly, and he is currently on a 
12-show run in the Southwest. 

Despite living in Hawaii and hav¬ 
ing never been to Jamaica, his sound is 
so authentic that NPR has called him 
“Jawaiian.” “Of course, [reggae develops 
into] a different kind of music depending 
on where you’re from, but the foundation 
of it all is Jamaican reggae. You can never 
knock that,” J Boog says. 

Jawaiian is a label he wears with pride. 
After all, in the islands, J Boog’s inspira¬ 
tion is total. “Everything is so laid-back; 
the people are so friendly. It’s all about 
love and aloha.”

The Man and 
the Movement 

V ictor Jara's "Manifiesto," the 

definitive song of La Nueva Cancion 
Chilena, served as background music dur¬ 
ing the episode of CNN's Cold l/l/arseries 
titled "Backyard," in which his widow, 
Joan Jara, was interviewed about her folk 
singer husband's murder at the hands of 
General Augusto Pinochet's forces. As 
a youthful teenager learning about the 
world, this segment on Chile and U.S. 
intervention during the latter half of the 
20th century piqued my already-budding 
interest in politics and history. The basic 
history of the Sept. 11,1973, coup that 
toppled the democratically elected social¬ 
ist presidency of Salvador Allende in Chile 
had already been known to me, but it was 
the series, oddly enough, that first intro¬ 
duced me to the music of Victor Jara. 

The sonorous melodies were as cap¬ 
tivating as the lyrics were pensive. Who 
was this Chilean folk singer? What was it 
about his idealism, life and music that had 
him meet the tragic fate of a political mar¬ 
tyr? As I sought out those answers as both 
a lover of good music and radical politics, 

I also eventually discovered Violeta Parra, 
Quilapayun, Inti-lllimani and all the superb 
musicians who formed the foundation of 
the historic cultural movement known as 
La Nueva Cancion Chilena. Later, aca¬ 
demic research and my life in journalism 
allowed me to delve deeper into this pro¬ 
found musical world. 

This brief history of Chile's New Song 
movement examines its rise as a dis¬ 
tinct cultural phenomenon that became 
a concurrent component of a political 
revolution, with a particular emphasis on 
the lyrical content, themes and musical 
forms of the era's songs as they morphed 
through their own particular history, as 
well as the politically tumultuous times in 


Chile that helped to shape them. 

History does not exist solely for the pur¬ 
poses of reflective gazes into the past. The 
lessons of Chile's New Song movement 
remain relevant to our world today. Cur¬ 
rently, three major record-label corpora¬ 
tions—Universal Music Group, Sony Music 
Entertainment and Warner Music Group— 
control an overwhelming majority of music 
distributed worldwide. As increasing 
consolidation takes its toll on creativity and 
political expression, the historical example 
of DICAP, La Nueva Cancion Chilena's 
alternative record label, is ever more 
urgent as a cultural, political means of 
organization no matter what leftist political 
persuasion or preferred musical genre. 

South American countries still have 
radio stations under similar circumstances 
that Chilean musicians described decades 
ago within the framework of coloniza¬ 
tion. Under the late Venezuelan president 
Hugo Chavez, the Ley de Responsabilidad 
Social en Radio y Television (RESORTE) 
opened up the country's frequencies to 
more Venezuelan music, requiring DJs to 
dedicate half of their playlists to national 
contemporary and folkloric artists. Just as 
in Chile during the 1960s, record company 
colonization permeated the airwaves 
with rock bands and other music from the 
United States. 

And then there is, of course, the lasting 
legacy of New Song singers such as Victor 
Jara who continue to inspire successive 
generations of activists and musicians 
alike, including this author. "I think he is an 
example who gives young people a motiva¬ 
tion and courage to not be content with the 
world as it is today, but to think that they 
can actually produce a difference to make 
a better world," Joan Jara said to me of 
her late husband. "Victor somehow goes 
on living in that sense today."

Caress Them Down 


Fern’s Cocktails roughly transitions from crusty classic 

to gentrified booze lounge 


H ere are the most-retold stories 
about Fern’s Cocktails in Long 
Beach: Parts of Sublime’s “Date 
Rape” video were shot in the back. The 
bartenders, whose tattooed beauty and 
disinterested service break hearts the 
world over, once fed a rat alcohol-soaked 
cherries until it died. The bathrooms? 
Witness to more sex than your local cast¬ 
ing couch (not to mention a few preg¬ 
nancies). See a pizza? Better be careful: 
You don’t know when it’ll be topped 
with magic mushrooms. 

Fern’s is all about its past, one of the 
remaining jewels of the city’s punk his¬ 
tory, an anchor of Fourth’s lovely street 
of dives, and it shows—sort of. Google 
Fern’s, and the first thing that’ll pop up 
is its MySpace. Walk into the bar, and be 
astounded by the kitsch-lined walls. But 
if you’re looking for the dive of legend? 
Well, I’ve got some bad news. 

First off, my stories: I got to Fern’s 
around 11 p.m. on a Wednesday. I was 
already drunk after attending Beer 
Paper LA’s one-year anniversary party 
at Beachwood. And I kept drinking after 
I left the bar. Even in that state, I could 
see Fern’s as a bar in transition, trying to 
find a niche in modernity while keeping 
its identity—and fumbling around like 
two crusty kids trying to balance their 
bodies on a Kohler sink. 

The punk-filled jukebox? It’s gone, 
replaced by a giant Internet monolith 
that you can find at basically any bar 
nowadays. There’s no more foosball, no 
more air hockey, and the boxing machine 
that would prompt machismo competi¬ 
tions between bros that often spilled 
onto the sidewalk is now hidden behind 
a wall. The ribbed-condom machine, 
previously housed in the women’s bath¬ 
room for her pleasure? It’s been 86’ed, 
replaced by, in the words of our Long 
Beach Lunch correspondent Sarah Ben¬ 
nett, “Gasp—a paper towel dispenser.” 

Even the music has changed. With the 
new jukebox came new playlists. The 
dozen or so patrons who were present 
Wednesday night were not serenaded 
by Bad Religion or Sublime, but by Hall 
and Oates, though there were still the 
occasional, syncopated punctuations of 
ska. There’s new paint in the bathrooms, 
and the high-top tables and booths are 
nearly brand-new, the vinyl and leather 
uncracked by history. Everything feels 
eerie, not skeezy. 

The crowd is also changing—the 
night I was there, three groups crowded 
around their own respective pool tables, 
not mixing. One was a couple who would 
seem completely at home at the Fern’s 
of the ’90s, the guy barrel-chested and

clad in jeans 
and a tank top 
despite the sub- 
60s weather 
outside.

up what was more or less the 500 Days 
of Summer soundtrack. The last bunch of 
kids? Baby faces, all of them. 

Some things have stayed the same, 
though. The drinks are still cheap, com¬ 
ing in at $16 for a not-shitty beer and two 
ginger and Jacks. If you’re drinking swill, 
which you probably should be at a bar 
such as this, the prices drop even more. 
Show up during happy hour? You can get 
a drink for $2.50. The ever-popular PBR 
Tall Boy is just $3 on Mondays. Bottom 
of the barrel, you can get $1 Busch cans 
on Tuesday and Wednesday. 

But the more things stay the same, the 
more they change. The famous bad ser¬ 
vice? A few seconds after I had signed off 
on my receipt, the bartender beckoned 
me back to her bar. In my alcohol-addled 
sense of the moment, I had failed at sim¬ 
ple addition, thinking $15 + $2 = $18. 

“Your math doesn’t add up,” the bar¬ 
tender said. “So, $17?” 

Huh, I thought to myself. I figured 
the service would be worse here or at 
least more impolite. “Let’s go to $18,” I 
replied. Then I left to get my ass kicked 
at pool.
